10. {previously presented) The composition defined in claim 1 specifi- 
cally adapted for applying the active components simultaneously 
separately, or for applying the active components in succession, 
and having a first part comprising the amide compound of formula 
I in a solid or liquid carrier, and a second part comprising the 
second active component in a solid or liquid carrier • 

11. (previously presented) A method for controlling harmful fungi, which 
comprises treating the fungi, their habitat, or materials, 
plants, seeds, soils, areas or spaces to be protected against 
fungal attack with an effective amount of the composition defined 
in claim 1, wherein the active components are applied simulta- 
neously together or separately, or in succession. 

12. (previously presented) The composition defined in claim 1, which 
comprises the pyrimidine compound of formula III. 

13. (previously presented) The composition defined in claim 1, wherein 
the active component (a) and the second active component are 
present in a weight ratio of from 50:1 to 1:50. 

14. (previously presented) The composition defined in claim 1, wherein 
the active component (a) and the second active component are 
present in a weight ratio of from 10:1 to 1:10. 

15. (previously presented) The method of claim 11, wherein the composi- 
tion comprises the pyrimidine compound of formula III. 

16. (previously presented) The method of claim 11, wherein the active 
component (a) is applied in an amount of from 0.01 to 2.5 kg/ha. 

17. (previously presented) The method of claim 11, wherein the second 
active component (b) is applied in an amount of from 0.01 to 10 
kg/ha. 
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
